I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  and  health  services 
of  your  district  for  the  year  1957  and  I have  included  details  of  those 
personal  health  services  administered  by  me  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council© 

The  report  of  your  Senior  p-iblic  Health  Inspector  is  complementary  to 
this  report  and  gives  in  detail  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  his  department  0 

The  Registrar  “General 5 s estimated  mid  year  population  was  51>260,  an 
increase  of  490  on  the  previous  year,  while  the  inhabited  houses  now  number 
14,797*  an  increase  of  201© 

There  were  1,126  live  births,  an  increase  of  19  on  the  previous  year, 
and  29  still  births  compared  with  26  in  1956 « 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year<> 

Infant  deaths  fell  from  54  to  27  giving  a rate  belcw  that  for  the  West 
Riding,  but  higher  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole© 

Total  deaths  were  45  fewer  that  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a death 
rate  below  that  of  the  West  Riding  and  the  National  Rate0 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  showed  a big  increase  mainly  as  a 
result  of  measles,  the  notifications  for  which  jumped  to  1,071  compared  with 
49  in  the  previous  year© 

There  was  a marked  fall  in  notified  cases  of  dysentery,  though  reported 
food  poisoning  cases  increased,. 

There  were  4 cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  children,  5 of  them  paralytic, 
none  of  them  had  been  vaccinated© 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  maintained  the  slow 
but  significant  increase  in  numbers  noted  last  year© 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  continues  to  be  disappointing©  Though  the 
acceptance  rate  for  children  under  1 year  rose  from  10©5 i°  to  14°5$  * and 
though  the  total  primary  and  revaccinations  increased,  the  figures  compare 
unfavourably  with  the  national  one  of  455^0 
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Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  on  the  other  hand  was  fully  taken  up 
a rd  parents  were  wisely  seeking  this  protection  for  their  children,, 

In  the  nursing  services  the  Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  Home  Nurses 
have  maintained  their  customary  high  standards  and  I would  like  to  include  in 
my  thanks  those  ladies  who  voluntarily  give  of  their  time  and  labour  at  the 
various  clinics  throughout  the  year,, 

Once  again  the  Home  Help  Service  has  been  in  great  demand,  particularly 
by  the  aged,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  both  in  number  of  cases  and 
number  of  hours „ 

After  care  arrangements  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
have  been  very  satisfactory  with  good  liaison  between  hospital  and  local 
authority  services,. 

The  occupation  centre  is  now  fully  staffed  and  all  adult  males  within 
the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  willing  to  accept  a place  in  the  workshop  have 
been  accommodated,, 

In  conclusion,  I am  glad  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  willing  and 
efficient  work  of  the  members  of  my  staff  throughout  the  year,  the  helpful 
co-operation  of  my  colleagues  in  other  departments,  and  to  you  Mr„  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  ycur  interest  in  the  work  of  the  health 
departm  ent  „

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  COUNCIL . 


Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957  is  herewith  submitted  for  your  approval* 

Progress  with  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  continued  throughout  the  year, 
although  the  Inspector  dealing  with  Housing  resigied  on  the  24th  April,  1957® 

As  an  advertisement  of  tie  vacancy  elicited  no  replies,  the  District  Inspectors 
cheerfully  undertook  the  additional  work  between  them*  There  was  inevitably 
some  slowing  down  but,  nevertheless,  satisfactory  progress  was  maintained 0 

The  Housing  Act,  1957?  came  into  force  on  the  1st  September,  1957®  This 
was  a consolidatirg  Act  to  brirg  together  in  one  Act  nearly  all  the  provisions 
formerly  contained  in  a number  of  Acts0 

A further  Act  concerning  housirg  came  into  force  during  the  year,  The  Rent 
Act,  1957®  The  principal  function  of  the  local  authority  by  this  Act  is  to 
verify  the  correctness  of  statements  made  by  tenants  and  owners  and  to  issue 
certificates  accordingly ® At  the  beginning  your  staff  were  rather  bewildered 
by  the  variety  of  forms  but,  with  a little  experience,  the  pattern  soon  fell 
into  shape* 

The  coming  into  force  of  certain  sections  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956? 
has  considerably  strengthened  the  hand  of  local  authorities  in  dealing  with 
what  has  been  described  as  "aerial  sewage"*  One  of  the  outstanding  sections 
is  the  one  introducing  smoke  control  areas,  but  this  new  power  is  unlikely  to 
be  used  much  in  any  colliery  district  until  the  question  of  concessionary  coal 
be  satisfactorily  settled*  The  disposal  of  colliery  spoil  can  now  b®  controlled 
much  more  effectively  in  addition  to  smoke,  grit  and  dust  from  furnaces* 

Although  this  Act  can  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  steps  forward  since 
the  first  complaints  concerning  smoke  were  made  some  J00  years  ago,  it  ought  to 
be  realised  that  the  pure  air  we  all  need  and  desire  will  not  be  obtained  by 
means  of  this  Act  alone,  although  a cleaner  atmosphere  will  undoubtedly  result* 

A much  needed  model  code  concerning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  was 
issued  in  June*  This  matter  does  not  loom  large  in  the  public  eye  until  some 
serious  accident  occurs*  The  model  code  was  fhlly  discussed  and  adopted* 

The  public  cleansing  service  carried  out  its  duties  in  the  usual 
unspectacular  way*  The  customary  weekly  ’0 11  ect ion  of  refuse  was  largely 
maintained  throunhout  the  year*  To  avoid  the  delay  caused  by  the  Christmas 
holidays  a^i  bed  weather,  two  extra  teams  were  hired  for  8 days,  so  that  the 
Council's  teams  were  back  to  schedule  in  record  time*

The  extra  work  due  to  the  new  legislation  was  willingly  accepted  by  the 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Clerks,  as  it  all  assists  in  attaining 
our  aim  of  a healthy  population  living  in  a healthy  environment  0 My  thanks 
are  due  to  them„ 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  close 
co-operation,  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  assistance,  and  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  various  Committees  for  their  support  e

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HOUSING  o ~ At  the  beginning  of  1957  there  were  14*596  occupied  houses  in 
the  rural  district*  During  the  year  a further  201  were  completed.*  I64  be  '-he 
Council  and  37  by  private  enterprise* 

The  virtual  withdrav/al  of  subsidies  from  new  council  houses  other  than 
those  provided  for  re-housing  has  adversely  affected  the  number  of  houses  to  be 
built  by  local  authorities*  as  was  anticipated* 

168  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  as  a result  of  informal 
action*  but  statutory  powers  had  to  be  exercised  before  a further  149  were 

rendered  fit* 

76  houses  were  found  o be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  were  dealt  with 
by  means  of  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders* 

The  new  Rent  Act  caused  much  confusion  among  tenants  in  spite  of  the 
wide-spread  advertising*  One  applicant  wanted  a cracked  panel  on  an  inside 
door  to  be  included  as  a necessary  repair  and  offered  to  remove  the  flushing 
so  that  ihe  Inspector  could  verify  that  there  was  a cracked  panel* 


VERMINOUS  HOUSES*  - 16  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed=bugs  or 
fleas  and  each  was  disinfested*  The  law  requires  the  occunier  of  any  premises 
to  notify  the  local  authority  of  the  presence  of  rodents*  Could  not  this 
requirement  also  be  made  to  apply  in  the  case  of  bugs  and  fleas?  It  is  most 
unpleasant  for  anycne  to  find  that  his  home  has  been  invaded  by  vermin  from 
his  neighbour's  house* 


COMPLAINTS*  =>  There  was  the  usual  run  of  complaints  made  during  the  year0 
Each  was  dealt  with  as  expeditiously  as  possible* 


WAT  SR  * - The  mains  water  in  the  district  was  obtained  from  the  following  s- 

Borou^i  of  Barnsley*  Borough  of  Pontefract*  Dearne  Valley  W at er  Board*  Doncaster 
and  Tickhill  Joint  Water  Board  and.  the  National  Coal  Beard*  so  that  the 
classification  of  water  supplied  varies  considerably  throughout  the  district* 

The  Borough,  of  Barnsley  obtains  its  water  from  an  upland  source  * This  is 
occasionally  supplemented  by  water  from  a borehole  but  the  quantity  is  so 
small  as  to  be  inconsequential* 

The  Borough  of  Pontefract  obtains  its  water  from  3 boreholes*  The 
Doncaster  and  Tickhill  supply  also  comes  from  a borehole*  while  the  Dearne 
Valley  Water  Board's  supply  and  the  National  Coal  Board's  supply  come  from 
water  lodges  in  Dearne  Valley  Colliery  and  Nostell  Colliery  respectively* 

Progress  was  made  in  the  substitution  of  the  National  Coal  Board's 
supply  to  the  Nostell  area  by  an  extension  of  the  Ackwcrth  main* 
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81  properties  obtain  their  water  from  private  supplies*  This  figure 
is  low  for  a rural  district  and  will  be  lowered  further  when  economic  circumstance 
permit  the  completion  of  the  Council's  schemes,, 

Over  98/  of  the  houses  in  the  district  is  on  a mains  supply,  which  is 
approximately  equal  to  the  national  average  and  well  above  the  average  for 
rural  districts* 

Samples  taken  from  domestic  filters  indicate  that  they  can  be  used 
successfully  if  the  maker's  instructions  are  carried  out0  Nevertheless,  a 
public  supply  is  always  preferable  as  proper  treatment  is  given  and  more  frequent 
sampling  is  practicable* 


MILK*  - On  the  1st  April,  1957 » it  became  an  offence  to  sell  milk  in  the 
district  unless  it  was  designated,.  Briefly  this  means  that  all  the  milk  sold 
must  be  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  from  a herd  which  the  veterinary  service 
has  found  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis 0 It  is  considered  that  the  completion 
of  the  Designated  Area  Scheme  will  result  in  the  virtual  eradication  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  from  our  herds  by  about  I960  or  196l„ 


ICE-CREAM  * - There  is  one  ice-cream  factory  in  the  area*  Any  samples  found 

to  be  not  quite  up  to  standard,  resulted  in  a visit  to  the  factory  or,  if  the 
factory  was  outside  the  district,  in  a report  being  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the  factory  was  situate* 


STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT  * - The  number  of  licensed  premises  increased  by 

9*  The  co-operation  of  the  Fire  Service  in  ensuring  that  the  petroleum,  etc*, 
is  stored  and  disposed  of  in  conditions  offering  maximum  safety  is  much 
appreciated* 


SLAUGHT ERHOU SES * - There  are  7 private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district*  The 

distance  between  them  necessitates  time  being  lost  in  travelling, but  that  is 
usual  in  a rural  district*  They  all  reach  the  standard  at  present  required* 


KNACKERS 8 YARDS*  - The  premises  were  kept  in  a cleanly  condition  and  there 
was  no  cause  for  complaint* 


SLAUGHTERMEN  * - Three  new  licences  to  slaughter  were  granted  in  the  period 

under  review* 
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LIE  AT  INSPECTION,,  - A 1O0$>  inspection  of  meet  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
year0  The  quality  of  the  animals  was  good  as  the  figures  indicate,,  The 
butchers  co-operate  with  the  Inspectors  concerned 8 The  small  proportion  of 
meat  condemned  indicates  that  the  butchers  are  buying  a better  class  of  animal 
than  pre-war,  probably  due  to  the  better  class  of  animal  being  produced  by 
the  farmer  in  conjunction  with  the  efforts  of  t he  veterinary  >rvioe  to  stamp 
out  d'~'-ase0  In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  a whole  carcase^ 

in  1918  o fewer  than  27  were  found  to  bt  totally  unfit 0 

d^it  of  foods  condemned  other  than  butchers' 


SHOPS o - Visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  Shops  Act  and  The  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,,  The  majority  of  shopkeepers  fully  appreciated  the 
importance  of  food  hygiene  and  their  compliance  with  -the  various  requirements 
was  secured  without  difficulty,, 

BAKEHCUSESo  - The  owners  appreciate  the  necessity  for  the  various  requirements 
and  in  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  request  any  v/urk  to  be  done?  the 
request  was  complied  with  at  once„ 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT  „ - One  of  the  largest  potential  sources  of  atmospheric- 

pollution  in  the  rural  district  is  the  large  number  of  spoilbanks.  The  Clean 
Air  Act  has  enabled  greater  control  to  be  exercised  on  the  depositing  of 
colliery  spoil „ Unfortunate lys  plans  had  already  been  passed  for  the 
extension  of  aerial  flights,  an  unsatisfactory  method  of  tipping  spoil,  so 
that  their  erection  could  not  be  opposed 0 


FACTORIES  ACTS,,  - Perhaps  the  most  onerous  duty  of  the  Council  in  connection 
with  factories  is  thr  approval  f the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire0  The 
co-operation  of  the  fix  - service  has  been  proffered  and  will  be  accepted  when 
any  further  applications  are  received,, 


NUISANCE  So  - The  number  found  was  975  compared  with  658  during  the  previous 
yeare  992  were  abated,  i0e0  approximately  5 &?°  more  than  in  1956o  The 
apparent  discrepancy  between  the  975  found  and  the  992  abated  is  due  to  the 
number  not  completely  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  1956  being  brought  forward 0 

NOTICES,,  - The  number  of  notices  requiring  to  be  served  shows  a decrease 
on  the  previous  year  but  the  number  complied  with  is  very  similar  «=  511  in 
1957*  559  in  1956 o Legal  proceedings  to  secure  compliance  with  notices  were 
necessary  in  only  six  cases,  compared  with  9 in  the  previous  year0 
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CLOSET  ACC OIvMOMT ION e » This  is  a matter  to  which  the  Council  has  given 
much  consideration,,  Wherever  practicable  privies  have  been  converted  to  water 
closets  and  a grant  made  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  0 The  percentage  of 
closets  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  97°39  and,  for  the  rural  district,  is 
very  high,  but  the  position  can  only  be  considered  completely  satisfactory  when 
the  last  privy  has  been  abolished 0 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING o ~ The  rural  district  is  divided  into  two  for  the  purpose 
of  public  cleansing,  the  Eastern  Area  and  the  Western  Area0  The  Eastern  Area 
is  served  by  the  main  depot  at  South  Kirkby  and  by  a sub-depot  at  South  Elmsallo 
Three  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  the  cesspool  emptier  are  based  on  the 
former,  the  salvage  waggon  and  the  night-soil  vehicle  are  based  on  the  latter* 
The  salvaged  paper  is  also  stored  at  the  sub-depot  0 There  are  three  tips  in 
use  in  this  area,  one  at  South  Elmsall  brickworks,  one  at  Upton  Quarry  and 
one  at  Manfaee  Quarry* 

The  Western  Area  is  served  by  the  Grimethorpe  depot  0 On  it  are  based 
four  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  one  night  -soil  vehicle,.  The  vehicles 
maintenance  depot  is  also  situate  therec  There  were  six  tips  in  this  area?  at 
Great  Houghton  (Park  Lane  Quarry  and  one  on  the  common  at  the  junction  of 
Sandy  Lane),  Brierley  (Pudding  Hill , the  use  of  which  has  been  temporarily 
discontinued) , Shafton  (The  Recreation  Ground,  where  the  lower  part  is  to  be 
levelled  for  a football  pitch),  Ackworth  (a  quarry  situate  behind  Messrs  <> 
Robinson* s garage),  and  Little  Smeaton  (a  quarry) „ 

All  the  buildings  are  approaching  the  end  of  their  useful  life  and  the 
question  of  providing  a central  depot  was  considered „ In  favour  of  this  was 
the  advantage  of  having  the  maintenance  workshop  on  the  same  premises  as  all 
the  vehicles,  but  the  extra  running  costs  (more  than  £500  a year)  and  the 
difficulties  of  those  of  the  staff  living  in  the  outlying  areas  in  reaching 
the  depot  by  starting  time,  were  considered  to  outweigh  any  advantageso 


CESSPOOLS o - A cesspool  has  been  described  as  an  abomination  and  a privy 
as  an  abominable  abomination,.  If  this  be  correct  then  there  are  147 
abominations  in  this  rural  district 0 Occasionally  it  becomes  possible  to 
connect  a cesspool  to  a public  sewer  when  there  is  an  extension,  and 
occasionally  it  is  possible  to  replace  a cesspool  by  a snail  sewage  disposal 
plant,,  Hew  houses  are  sometimes  built  where  neither  a connection  to  a 
sewer,  nor  a small  sewage  disposal  plant,  is  practicable,  consequently 
a cesspool  ha s to  be  constructed c There  is  little  hope  of  eliminating  them 
in  the  foreseeable  future 0 


SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  PAPER,,  = From  time  to  time  the  amount  of  money  received  by 
a local  authority  for  waste  paper  is  published  in  the  newspaper,.  The  readers 
almost  invariably  think  that  this  is  profit,  not  realising  that  wages, 
insurance,  depreciation,  etc*,  have  to  be  deducted  from  the  given  figure,, 

This  may  account  for  the  many  traders  who  consider  that  paper  ought  to  be 
collected  free  of  charge,,  The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  was  53  tons

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RODENT  CONTROL o - This  work  is  carried  out  try  two  rodent  operatives  under 
the  supervision  of  a District  Inspector*,  Test  baits  were  laid  in  sewers 
throughout  the  district  at  107  manholes®  Rats  removed  the  baits  in  25  of 
them,  therefore  poisoned  baits  were  laid*, 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  all  the  Council“s  refuse  and  sewage  works 
throughout  the  year®  Treatment  was  given  whenever  the  presence  of  rats  was 
ascertained® 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  in  private  dwellinghouses® 

Complaints  were  made  of  the  presence  of  rats  at  633  properties®  All  were 
visited  and  any  necessary  treatment  given®  The  total  number  of  visits  was 
4,601® 


During  the  year  the  practice  of  mixing  para  -nit  ro^phenol  with  the  bait  mix 
was  introduced®  This  was  a significant  step  forward  as  the  bait  was  thus 
prevented  from  becoming  mouldy  and,  therefore,  unattractive  to  the  rats,  for 
a very  much  extended  period®
